Ancona Reports a Battle. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, Aug. 9.—Reports from Ancona 
en the Adriatic coast of central Italy, 
tell of a na val engagement off that port. 
The identity of the opposing fleets is not 
known. At 8 o'clock this morning a 
burning battleship was sighted from 
Ancona. Its nationality was not to be 
ascertained. 

A steamer arriving at Ancona this 
morning reports passing the Austrian 
fleet of twenty-nine ships, steaming 
through the Otranto canal in battle array. 
Every ship was cleared for action, and 
a mile ahead of the equadron were two 


scout ships. Six torpedo boats surrounded 


the flagship. 
Fleet Flies Battle Flags. 

The fleet was proceeding at twenty 
knots an hour with their battle flags 
hoisted. 

The German cruisers Goeben and Bres- 
lau, which recently were forced to leave 
Messina, Sicily, are reported to have suc- 
ceeded in passing through the Straits of 
Otranto into the Adriatic sea. 

Austrian cruisers bombarded Antivari, 
Montenegro, Saturday morning, destroy- 
ing the wireless station, according to 
Sévices brought to Bari, near Brindisi, 
by steamer today. 

Two Austrian cruisers, it wae stated, 
were engaged in the bombardmem. Fac- 
tories and the port warehouse were de- 
stroyed, The cruisers aleo directed their 
fire at a mountain where Montenegrins 
had taken refuge.

Events in the European war up 
to A e’cleock this morning (Chicago 
time) are summarised in this col- 
umn. 


Liege has fallen at last, and Gen. von 
Emmich of the kaiser's army with 10,000 
men is iu peaceful occupation of the 
city. The German troops took posses- 
sion between Friday and Saturday 
nights. Though the Belgians have ca- 
pitulated, so far as Liege is concerned, 
they are deemed by military experts to 
have fulfilled their strategic function in 
detaining the emperor's army of in- 
vasion so long upon the Meuse. The 
Liege Yorts continge to hold out as an 
impediment to the march of the Ger- 
mans to Paris. 

From Berlin there is a semi-official 
bulletin saying that Liege is securely in 
the grip of the Germans and that be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 Belgian prisoners 
of war are en route by train to the Ger- 
man capital. Irresolute bombardment 
of the Liege forts leads to the belief that 
the Germans’ supply of ammunition is 
meager and that they are marking time 
while awaiting reinforcements.

In addition to Altkirch and Muel- 
hausen, the Alsatian town of Colmar, 
further to the north, has been cap- 
tured by the French, according to ad- 
vices emanating from French soure-s. 
The fall of these cities is admittedly of 
no strategic importance, but is regarded 
as having great moral effect upon the 
armies of the embattled nations.

TELLS HORRORS 
OF BATTLEFIELD 


Writer Describes Scenes 
ier Ces‘ruction of Bel- 
Alen Towns by Germans. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 9.—Holland has 
become the asylum of Europe. People 
expelled from half a dozen countries are 
pouring into this country by every route. 
They tell ghastly stories. 

From the Dutch- Belgian frontier, from 
Vise to Liege, the country is a wilder- 
ness. The villages of Berneux and Mou- 
land were destroyed by shell, fire, and 
flames. 


Sees Evidences of Brutality. 

A correapondent who traveled over the 
battlefield in an automobile found evi- 
dence of a desperate defense on the part 
of the inhabitants and savage vengeance 
meted out by the German soldiers. 

The correspondent saw seven bodies of 
civilians in a ditch. One waa that of a 
boy of 17, while another was that of a 
gray haired man. An old man with an 
umbrella still in his grasp was found 
dead on a road. Army wagons had 


passed over him. 
Soldiers’ Bodies Pave. Road. 

The bodies of scores of German sol- 
diers lay along the sides of the road. All 
their household goods had been aban- 
doned by the fleeing inhabitants A 
priest was found dead near his church, 
rie in hand. 

The mayor of one village is making a 
piteous appeal for permission te bury the 
dead. 


Tells Scene of Carnaga 
LONDON, Aug. 9.—A correspondent 
who visited at Vise and Liege writes: 
„Not far from the little Dutch fron- 
tier village of Mesch I passed the remains 
of a big German camp. Dead soldiers, 
civilians, horses, wagons, carts, automo- 
biles and bicycles lay in confusion. 
„Germans and Beigians lay side by side 
—evidence that there was fighting man 
to man. Houses had been sacked because 


the soldiers wished to avenge themselves 


on civilians who fired upon them from 
windows, 

“Civilians who did not fight are al- 
lowed to pass, but German guards refuse 
to allow this courtesy to the Belgian civil- 
lans who were engaged in the battle. Poor 
wretches, they must wait where they lie, 
not daring to move, for they declare they 
will be shot at. 


Faces Death from Germans. 

“I met a party of German officers in 
an automobile. They held their revoivers 
in their hands and scrutinized me closely. 

“They appeared to be dispirited be- 
cause of the fact that twice during the 
last two days there had been a panic and 
German soldiers had fired on comrades 
by mistake. They asked me not to speak 
in the presence of the wounded. 

After the constant fighting the sol- 
diere were exhausted, but they lay by the 
side of their horses, fully clothed, ready 
to fight again at a moment's notice.“ 


HOLLAND BUSY PREPARING 
TO MINISTER TO WOUNDED. 


Dutch Making Every Effort to Aid 
Red Cross—Several Hospitals Es- 
tablished.

ROTTERDAM, Aug. 9.—Hoiland is 
making unexampled efforts with the Red 
Cross to cope with the emergencies of the 
war. Hospitals with an aggregate of 
1,000 beds have been established at 
Maestricht and Bysden. In the province 
of Lemburg a fleet of motor cars lent by 
citizens stands ready, day and night, to 
proceed to any point. 

At 4 conference today between the 
Dutch, German ané Beigian authorities 
it was arranged that the wounded shall 
be brought to the frontier to avoid the 
necessity of the Puten tree on for- 
eign soil. 

An appeal has been made to the nation 
for funds and the supply of volunteer 
workers is greater than the demand.

MORE GAINS FOR FRENCH. 

PARIS, Aug. 9.—Reports of further 
French successes in Alsace continue to 
be received here. Following the capture 
of Altkirch and Muehlhausen, it was un- 
officially’ reported today that Colmar, 
further to the north, had fallen into the 
hands of the French. 

According to a message from Basel, 
Switzerland, the Germans have evacu- 
ated Sankt Ludwig, an Alsatian town 
four miles to the northwest of Basel. 

This report added that a battle be- 
tween French and Germans is imminent 
on the Franco-Swiss border. 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM IN FRANCE 
The invasion of Alsace by the French 
under Gen. Joseph Joffre, the French 
commander in chief, has awakened 
great enthusiasm throughout France. 

French military authorities, while 
recognizing that the occupation of Alt- 
kirch and Muelhausen by the French 
troops is not of high strategical impor- 
tance, believe that the successful ad- 
vance of the French army far across 
the German frontier will have consid- 
erable moral effect. 

All of these three places lie outside 
the line of real German defense, being 
regarded as outposts of the strongly 
fortified cities. Their German garrisons 
were numerically fairly strong, but it 
was understood that in case of attack 
they would merely endeavor to hinder 
the French advance befor falling back 
on to their supports. 

NEU BREISACH FORTIFIED. 

Neu Breisach, ‘where the Germans 
are said to have retired, lies to the east 
of Kolmar, and is strongly fortified, 
while Strassburg, situated some distance 
to the north, is the center of a great 
aggregation of German troops, is 
strongly fortified, and is supposed to be 
prepared for a long siege.

TAKE BAND OF UHLANS.

Billeting of Soldiers.

Then there is the harvest. It is ripe. 
A good deal is cut and tied in sheaves. 
Bands of students and schoolboys have 
volunteered to gather it. Women toil day 
and night in the fields, but still the loss of 
food is incalculable. 


All Trains Are Crowded. 

Before the mobilization began on Aug. 
2, all trains were crowded to bursting. 
Every well to do family away on holidays 
came hurrying back. All their luggage 
was lost. At every station trunks and 
portmanteaus stand piled up in enor- 
mous heaps. 

The main Friedrichstrasse station is so 
crammed that luggage has overflowed 
into the square and lies exposed to man 
and rain. Tuesday the station master 
told me that my portmanteau was one of 
7,200 lost in Berlin alone. All day long 
wistful’ owners wander among these 
mountains of possessions digging as for 
treasure. Cabs, taxis and trams have al- 
most stopped.

| AMERICANS SAFE 


Conditions Abroad Improv- 
ing; Chances for Re- 
turning Brighter. 


FEW STEAMERS NEEDED 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.} 
Reports received at the state depart- 
ment today from its representatives 
throughout the war zones in Europe fur- 
nished continued encouragement to of- 
ficials regarding the situation of Ameri- 
cans caught in the outbreak of hostilities. 

Secretary Garrison now is of the opinion 
that few ships will have to be chartered 
by this government to bring the Ameri- 
cans home. Such ships as will be needed 
will be obtainable, he thinks, either in 
European waters or in New York from 
the representatives of transatlantic 
lines flying neutral flags. 

There now ie little expectation that the 
government. will have to resort to the 
small and unsuitable steamers of the 
American lines. 


Obtaining Cash Chief Problem. 

The worst phase of the situation of 
the Americans continues to be the diffi- 
culty of obtaining cash, according to re- 
ports from abroad. Though relief ig al- 
ready in sight in all parts of Europe with 
regard to the furnishing of currency to 
Americans in return for their travelers’ 
checks and other forms of credit, and 
conditions’ are greatly improved in many 
localities, there remain thousands of 
Americans who are encountering great 
difficulties in satisfying their accustomed 
wants because of the lack of actual cash. 

The situation in this respect is reported 
worse in Switzerland than in any other 
country. 

There are a great many Americans in 
Switzerland, the numbers having been 
swelled in the last ten days by the rush 
of Americans to that country from neigh- 
boring lands engaged in the wars. 

Americans Not Starving. 

According. to Secretary Garrison's 
statement today, however, there is not 
on record in the voluminous reports 


‘jeabled to the state department a single 


instance of any American suffering from 
the lack of food and shelter. It is known 
that many of them are greatly disturbed 
in mind and put to much inconvenience, 
but officials here are satisfied that not 
only is none in actual darger but «hat 
none is suffering any serious privation, 
Ambassador Girard reported conditions 
in Germany about the same as have been 
common through Europe. He confirmed 
spe statement of the German charge 
’affairea yesterday that only the lack of 
ransportation facilities was preventing 
the departure of the Americans. Many 
are now, succeeding in getting out to the 
south, he said. * 
Consuls Send in Reports. 
Consul Lyons, at Nice, reported there 
are 125 Americans registered there who 
want transportation home. He gave 
their financial conditions as strained.” 
Charge Caffery, at Stockholm, reported 
the reopening of the banks throughout 
Sweden and great improvement in the 
financial situation.

ESSAGES from various ports 

seemed to indicate yesterday that 

the Atlantic is open to Engtish 

and French shipping. The pros- 

pect for the return to the United 

States of thousands of Americans abroad 

took a leap with the announcement of 
the sailing of a number of vessels. 

Not only do the lanes of ocean travel 
seem to be opening up, but conditions in 
the big foreign tourist centers appear to 
be getting better hourly. Intermittent 
train and ferry service from Paris to 
London is reported, and many travelers 
are taking advantage of the opportunity 
to get to England. 

There ‘is also opportunity to get south 
from Paris, and thousands are said to be 
feaving for Mediterranean ports, where 
they expect to sail for the United States 
on English, French, or Italian steam- 
Ships. 


Dormitories in Churches. 

For those remaining in Paris who are 
destitute, many accommodations ha ve 
been procured. It is reported that sev- 
eral churches have been transformed 
temporarily into sleeping quarters for 
tourists. Several Americans have banded 
together to furnish meals to those who 
have no money or have been unable to 
redeem travelers’ checks or letters of 
credit. 

Pendtng the arrival of the Tennessee 
and the North Carolina, United States 
money ships, in Europe, the government 
has cabled money to London, Paris, 
Nome, Berne, Switzerland, and The 
Hague for the use of stranded tourists. 

Dispatches say the situation in England 
for tourists has almost returned to nor- 
mal. Tourists are arriving daily in Lon- 
Gon from all parts of Europe, many of 
them with stories of hardships and pri- 
vations en route. 

The tourists located in the smaller cities

Fleet Leaves Montreal. 

Another encouraging feature of the 
mews was the sailing of a whole fleet of 
boats from Montreal. The vessels car- 
ried full companies of passengers and 
enormous cargoes, according to dis- 
patches. It is this that seems to indicate 
the Atlantic is open for commerce to 
English and French shipping. 

The boats which galled were the Can- 
ada, the Manxman, the Tyrolia, the Le- 
Utia, the Alaunia and the Monmouth, 
bound for England, and the Scandinavian 
of the Allan line, bound for Glasgow, 
Scotland. The boats hung together until 
they got to Three Rivers where the fleet 
enchored. A fog which hung over the 
river was given as the cause for the 
anchorage. 

The Cunard line’s boat, Alaunia, was 
the first to continue down the river. It 
is not known whether the fleet will go 
farther than Quebec, but the acceptance 
bf passengers indicates it will.

SEES LONG FIGHT 


Declares England Never 
Will Submit to “German- 
ization” of Europe. 


England will be obliterated in the pres- 
ent European war rather than submit to 
the Germanizing of Europe, which would 
result with the success of German arma, 


in the opinion of the Rev. A. C. Hill, pas- 
tor of the Tollington Park Congregational 
church of London. Dr. Hill, who 10 a 
profound student of English political 
matters, spoke at the New England Con- 
gregational church yesterday. 

“Tt was never to be expected trat out 
of the incident of the assassinat.on of the 
Austrian archduke and his wife there 
would arige such dreadful complications,” 
said he. When I left Liverpool two 
weeks ago there was no intimation of 
the strife. The English had not been 
expecting it at this time, yet they had 
been fearing it for ten years 


Worked to Prevent War. 

“They have labored night and day, in 
season end out of season, to keep the 
peace. They have endeavored to make it 
clear that there has been no hostility to 
the Germans, only to the German sys- 
tem. Let us look at the causes of the 
strife. 

First there is the philosophic teaching 
which has affected the mental judgment 
of many Germans. The doctrines of 
Nietsche are popular. They teach that 
the only morality which is worth any- 
thing is the morality which is a denial 
of morality. This doctrine is antagonis- 
tio to the English ideal. 


Ideals Are Different, 

Amon the political causes is the dif- 
ference in political ideals between the 
Anglo-Saxon and the German people. It 
is common property that the German po- 
litical ideal is authority. The kaiser's 
authority is believed to come from heaven 
and permeate through him on down to 
the lowest official. We solved that prob- 
lem when Charles II. knelt on the block 
before Whitehall. We believe in the 
greatest measure of freedom consistent

The sac- 
rifice of loved ones on the battlefleld is 
not too dear if it be necessary for the free- 
dom an dhonor of one’s fatherland, for the 
’ protection of the domestic hearth against 
insolent intruders, for the protection of 
culture and civilization against the as- 
sault and devastation of barbarian 
hordes. 

“Today war seems to have a demoniac 
power over the hearts of the people. For 
decades they have delighted in the clink 
of the sabera, the thunder of cannons, 
military marches and parades and ma- 
festivale of war and of war-

But for all this I am convinced that 
the war lust among the nations is super- 


| nations will learn war no more.“ 


War Has Purifying Effect. 
The “ purifying’ effect of war was 
emphasized by the Rev. A. J. Loeppert, 
pastor of the Second German Methodist 
church. 

Though war must be looked upon asa 
terrible trade, an evil that has no rival 
in cruel, terrible power, he said, *‘ never- 
theless good has providentially come to 
the race out of the evils of war. Wars 
have been like devastating storms that 
purify the atmosphere and rive away the 
still more deadly pestilence.” 

Lou cannot go to the war; it ls nearly 
impossible to get into Servia,”’ the Rev. 
Father Sava Voyocich told his congrega- 
tion of 300 which filled the little Servian 
church at 1905 Fowler street. Many of 
you would like to go back to your father- 
land to fight for our independence against 
the Austrian tyrante. 

But we have nearly given up all hope 
of dying for our country. We Servians 
in America who feel the call of patriotiem 
must help in the only way open to us; we 
must send money for the relief of the sol- 
diers who are doing the fighting for us. 
I urge you all to contribute to the Red 
Cross society of Servia. You who would 
so gladly give your lives ave called upon 
to give only money. Do so in a generous 
way, worthy of a Servian.”’ 


Prays for Russian Victory. 

Prayer for the victory of Russia was of- 
fered by the Rev. Alexander Kukulevaky 
in the Russian Orthodox Greek church. 

“Faith has played a remarkable part 
in the history of the Russian nation and 
ite destiny,“ he said in his sermon. “ If 
the Russians keep faith in themselves and 
faith in the church they will be victors; 
if they lose faith they will be conquered.” 

Speaking from the pulpit of the Beth- 
any German Evangelical church, the Rev. 
William Grotefeld said: 

We can only express our sincere re- 
egret that these nations, so closely related, 
should be entangled in so serious a war, 
with the hope that this conflict may speed- 
lly come to an end and that all the par- 
tles concerned may be benefited.” 

Prayers for the retstablishment of 
peace were offered in the Roman Catholic 
Church of Notre Dame, of which the Rev. 
Achille L. Bergeron is pastor, and also 
by the Rev. Franz Friedrich in the First 
German Baptist church. 


Sees Lesson to America. 

The Rev. T. F. Dornblaszer, pastor of 
the Grace English Lutheran church, 
pointed out how America may learn from 
the European aituation. He mentioned 
cruel practices of the Balkane and Rus- 
mans, and Said: 

May we not learn a lesson from these 
ominous exhibitions of cruelty and ani- 
malism? If we exalt physical prower 
above intellectual achievement; if we pre- 
fer military glory to moral excellence.

A few bathers who had the hardihood 
tio remain in the water soon were driven 
cut when the phenomenon was repeated 
a second and a third time. Each time the 
lightning seemed to strike the water near 
the crib. Some said that they saw a huge 
splash, but others said the wind was toss- 
ing the water about so violently that they 
were unable to tell whether the splashes 
were caused by the wind or the lightning. 

Charles W. Barggren of the Lincoln 
perk police, who has spent forty-eight 
years near the beach in the park, cnuar- 
acterized the squall as the most ter- 
rifle and treacherous’ he ever had wit- 
ressed. 

“The wind came up like a crack of 
a whip.” he said, and it seemed to 
come from all directions. Sailing craft 
did not have time to make the shore be- 
fore the lake was churned up like boiling 
water. Instead of high rollers, the waves 
assumed the shapes of small mountain 
peaks, lifting themselves straight up in 
the air and then ‘failing into deep 
troughs.” 

Capsized Boat Saved. 

Barggren and Adam Ritnerm, a life 
eaver at Diversey beach, put out in the 
Sunbeam, a sixty foot launch belonging to 
W F. Kritte, when they saw the Snow- 
fiake, a forty-five foot yacht, capsize, 
herling six passengers overboard. The 
Maisred, a launch owned by H. A. Call- 
beck, reached the disabled craft before 
they did, however, and rescued the occu- 
vants. The capsized boat was towed to 
the Belmont avenue boat house, and 
those rescued were cared for at the Lin- 
coln Park Yacht club until sent to their 
homes.

Rudolph Cohn, Wwho has been living at 
the Bismarck hotel for the last two weeks, 
was arrested yesterday on a charge of 
passing checks alleged to be worthless 
on the Lake Geneva Hotel company, Lake 
Geneva, Wis.

Why the big European war? 

What caused the nations to fly at each 
other's throats? | 

And who is to blame? 

The Kaiser blames chiefly the Czar? 

The Czar blames the Kaiser and the 
other monarchs and governments join in 
the flings at the German ruler. 

Chicago Germans have their ideas con- 
cerning these big historic questions. Some 
of them are quoted below. 


On a war map in his home at 828 George 
street, Fritz von Frantzius, Chicago 
broker, is keeping as close track as 
possible of the moves made by the armies 
of Germany in their single handed as- 
sa ult. 

The news of the conflict in the form 
it is crossing the Atlantic does not count 
for much on the Von Frantzius war 
map, nor is the man who is playing the 
solitary war game thousands of miles 
from the scene of action greatly down- 
cast by reports of German reverses. 

“It is like when Dewey fought the 
battle of Manila,”’ he says. The Amer- 
ican ships swept into the harbor one 
after another. The first ship raked the 
Spaniards with a-broadside, then circled 
away to give the next a chance. Yet 
as the leader turned a cable was flashed 
to Spain reporting that the Americans 
were defeated and were fleeing. The 
real news came later. You know what 
it was. 


Germany Match for Two. 

Mr. von Frantzius does not believe that 
Germany alone can defeat the full forces 
of France, Russia, and England com- 
bined. But to his way of thinking Eng- 
land intends to lend moral support rather 
than physical, at least so iar as the fight- 
ing ashore is concerned. And Germany, 
he is convinced, is more than a match for 
the united armies of France and Russia. 

In an interview with THE TRIBUNB last 
evening Mr. von Frantzgiue gave his views 
~which aleo are the views of many 
others Germans living in Chicago—of 
the moves thus far made in the war and 
the causes behind it, 

First of all.“ he said., we must con- 
sider the fact that such news as we are 
getting is coming from countries hostile 
to Germany. It is not because the Ger- 
man cable is cut that we are not getting 
the German side, but because the kaiser 
and his generals are not ready to report 
the progress of their campaign. ‘ 


Awaits Decisive Battle. 

“When there has been a decisive en- 
gagement then the world will hear from 
Germany. I do not doubt the Germans 
have lost heavily in the siege of Liege. 
Modern machine guns are such terrible 
agents of destruction that bravery and 
skill count for little before their fire. 

“ As to the causes behind the war, or 
rather the immediate cause, every one 
knows the Serbs started things by not 
punishing the officers involved in the 
murder plot which cost Archduke Ferdi- 
nand and his wife their lives. It is nat- 
ural that Austria, following the essassi- 
nation, would seek revenge. 

Russia Steps In. 

* Next Russia stepped in to protect Ser- 
via, a move she had no right to make. 
Germany, being Austria's ally, told Rus 
gia to keep her hands off. 

There seems to have been a conspiracy 
between France and Russia to start trou- 
bie. Pointing to this was the recent visit 
of President Poincaré to Russia. The 
czar wae the first to order mobilization. 
France followed suit. It was natural Ger- 
many should ask why. 

„Now, for many years Germany has 
been prepared to fight her neighbore. 


Such preparedness she recognized as the 
price of peace. Von Moltke—the uncle 


of the present field marshal—eaid after 
the Franco-Prussian war was ended that 
the Germans must always be ready to 
battle the French and the Russians, and 
his words were heeded. 


Struck First Blow. 
“ Facing this tense situation, with two

Greed Rules Britain, 
German Editor Asserts. 


HARGING England to be respon- 

sible for the continental war be- 

cause her ancient supremacy on 

the seas is threatened by Germany, 

the Illinois Staate-Zeitung this 
morning printa an editorial in part as 
follows: 

Since the days of Queen Elizabeth 
England has had but one aim and one 
ambition—the preference of its trade and 
the domination of the sea. Particular at- 
tention hag been paid to the trade routes 
to the British colonies. Her history has 
been marked by ruthless, brutal suppres- 
sion of every competitor who dared con- 
test her authority on the waves. Toward 
this goal the English statesmen have 
striven unceasingly; to its attainment 
they have deluged the European conti- 
nent as weil as European colonies with 
bloody, cruel, destructive wars. On their 
march over Spain, Holland, Denmark, 
and France they have finally arrived at 
Germany.“ 

The editorial then briefly recites the 
naval history of England from the de- 
struction of the Spanish armada, through 
the stealing of Spanish and Hollandish 
colonies, to the wars with France. 

“ As she now urges France and Russia 
on to Germany, so she strengthened her- 
self in the seven years’ war with the at- 
tack of Frederick the Great against 
France. She did not aim to assist Prus- 
sia, but to seize Canada.” 


— 

Now England has found in Germany 
a dangerous competitor on the oceans, 
concludes the article, “and in London 
they have not hesitated for a moment 
about getting even. First an attempt 


was made to subdue Germany in «a 
friendly manner—it was at the time of the 
Boer war, and Chamberlain devised the 
scheme—that Germany was offered an 
alliance. Germany was to purchase Eng- 
lish friendship by foregoing every fu- 
ture addition to her navy, by playing 
into England’s hands on the high seas 
and in every market of the world. With 
the rejection of this alliance the closing 
in’ policy of Edward VII. began. This 
policy now seeks to harvest ite fruit in 
the English-French-Russian war against 


Germany.“ 


Germany is strongly fortified. That ie 
why Germany wanted to send troops 
through Luxemburg and Belgium. The 
railroads in Luxemburg are owned by the 
German government and when Germany 
entered Belgium it was not as an enemy. 
She sald she wanted to reimburse Bel- 
gium for losses due to the passage of 
troops and offered to guarantee Beigian 
independence. 


No Right to Interfere. 

England had no right to interfere, for 
the Germans didn’t attack the Belgians, 
It was the other way around. 

„England is making a great mistake by 
siding with Russia, her natural enemy. 
If Russia wins she will doubtless try to 
force the Dardanelles to get her ships out 
of the Black sea. Halt her fleet, it must 
be remembered, has been held in the Black 
sea for years by the Turkish guns on 
either side of the Dardanelles, and it is. 
generally known that the Turks, in bot- 
tling up Rusela’s ships, are acting at Eng- 
land’s suggestion. 

“ What will happen if Russia is victo- 
rious after the forcing of the Darda- 
nelles? Russia will drive British influ- 
ence out of Persia. Then she will force 
an outlet to the Indian ocean, and British 
India, protected only by a handful of Eng- 
lish soldiers, will be threatened, 
lish soldiers, will be threatened.” 


Fischer Awaits Evidence. 
Said Gustave F. Fischer of the law firm 
of Rubens, Fischer & Moser: First of 
all I wish to say that Iam an American 
citisen. I was born in this country of 
German parents, and naturally my sy™- 
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| “The whole frontion of France facing 


the underlying cause of this great war. 
We know it had its inception in the assas- 
sination of Archduke Ferdinand, but that 
is about all. I do not feel that Germany 
wae in any true sense the aggressor. The 
Germans are a law-abiding, peace loving, 
and highly civilized people. The compell- 
ing reason for Germany s entering this 
conflict must have been the necessity for 
preserving her. national honor and integ- 
rity. The blame, as far as we can see 
now, lies with Russia. 

“ Fundamentally, I suppose, the con- 
Met is between the Slav and the Teuton. 
I am told the Germans have seen it com- 
ing for some time. With their intelli- 
gence and foresightedness they have 
made every preparation; they are ali 
ready to play their cards. 

“I do not think Germany has gone into 
this struggle with a desire for territorial 
expansion. But if her arms are succese- 
ful, and it will be a blow to civilization if 
they are crushed, she will probably de 
mand adequate recompenss. 

“It is hard to realize that practically 
all the nations of Europe are at war. 
Germany, having put her hand to the 
sword, finds herself opposed by nations 
impelled by animosity, jealousy, and 
treaty obligations. 


Central Europe at Stake. 

“As I see it,” said H. O. Lange, presi- 
dent of the Germania club, the conflict 
is one of the Slavic races against the Teu- 
tonic. The supremacy of central Europe 
is at stake. The future prestige of the 
German empire in the direction of the 
commercial and political aire of the 
continent will be determined by the out- 
come. For Germany it means no half- 
hearted strife. If she does not defeat the 
Russian hordes and the French legions it 
is probable that she will have to face 
the end of all her imperialism.” 

Oscar G. Mayer, a member of the library 
board, expressed as well the thoughts of 
his father, Oscar F. Mayer, with whom he 
is associated in the pork packing buai- 
ness, when he said the Germans are not 
responsible for this war. 

Germany was forced into the strife," 
he said, by the hostile mobilization of 
the troops of Russia and France. A veiled 
attempt was made to conceal the mobili- 
sation, but the kaiser well knew that the 
downfall of his empire was sought. 


Not a Race War. 

“T do not believe there is any evidence 
of the fight being a race war. It is the 
Mmevitable expression of jealousy of other 
nations at Germany's success under the 
rule of the Hohenzollerns. An attempt is 
being made to weld an iron ring round 
about the commerce of Germany.” 

Charles H. Kellermann, president of 
the board of election commiasioners, and 
of the Liedertafel, a large German sing- 
ing society, said: “The policy of Ger- 
many and of the emperor has always 
been one of peace. The preseat war has 
hung menacingly over the German peo- 
ple for years. Travels about the con- 
tinent have revealed to the observer the 
ill concealed jealousy felt Fuglaud, 
France, and Russia against Germany. 

“Jt may be that war could have been 
avoided at present by a dishonorable 
withdrawal on the part of the emperor, 
but it would only have resulted in the 
postponement of the ultimate fight. It 
ia more terrible than a fiendish night- 
mare to contemplate the result of this 
war, for it is evident that all the Buro- 
pean nations will be crippled for a cen- 
tury, unless the impossible happens and 
it ie brought to a speedy close.”

These were the questions which were 
answered in a sermon 4elivered today 
by the Rev. James M. Gray, dean of the 
Moody Bible institute, Chicago, at the 
in enominational and international 
Bible conference in session here.

His subject was The Relation of the 
Present War to Unfulfiled Prophecy.“ 
Ever since Theodore Roosevelt spoke 
about the battle of Armageddon at the be- 
ginning of his campaign as the candidate 
of the Progressive party. Dr. Gray said, 
“the people have been interested ir. the 
subject. Because of this reference I have 
been asked many times to explain the 
meaning of the battle of Armageddoa. 
Mr. Roosevelt undoubtedly used the 
expression in a figurative and not a litersi 
sense.. He meant simply that the battle 
of the Progressive party was a battle 
for the Lord. That the present war is 
not the battle of Armageddon is proved 
by the following conside-ations: 

1 is a locality in Palestine, 
and not in Burope. It is located in what 
is known in the Bible as the Valley of 
Jehosaphat, or the Valley of Esdraion, 
where many important battles have been 
fought. 


— 
“The object of the present war is hard 
to determine aside from the desire of 
Russia and Austria to get an outlet to 
the sea. The attacking rations at the 
battle of Armageddon will be the same 
nations as composed the Roman empire 
under the Caesars which wil) be federated 
again under a secular head more power- 
ful than any Caesar and generally ro- 
garded as the antichrist. Such a fed- 
eration, therefore, will mean a different 
alignment of the nations than now existe 
in the war in Europe. 

Russia, for example, was not in the 
Roman empire, neither was Germany and 
parts of Austria. Russia must withdraw 
and Austria must be divided before a 
right alignment can be made. 

Italy was in the old Roman empire and 
so was Great Britain, with the excep- 
tion of Ireland. It is interesting to note 
that Italy is refusing to fight and there- 
fore will withdraw from the triple en- 
tente, and that Ireland's troubles may ye’ 
sever her from Great Britain, thus mak- 
ing two points in the alignment necessary 
to fulfill the conditions of the battle of 
Armageddon concerning the relation of 
the war to the end of the world.” 

->- 

Dr. Gray was emphatic in declaring his 
position. By no means, he sald, does the 
war indicate the end of the world. The 
Bible teaches that at least a whole millen- 
nium of peace and righteousness on earth 
must intervene before the end of the 
world. These events, howéver, may mark 
the approaching end of this age or dis- 
pensation, but not the end of the world.

export situation. Fora time export clear- 
ances dropped off to practically nothing, 
and as a result there was the greatest 
uncertainty as to whether it would be 
possible for this country to get rid of 
its enormous surplus. The impossibility 
of obtaining exchange and the hazards 
of shipping under war conditions, to- 
gether with uncertainty of payments for 
cargoes sold abroad, put an effectual 
damper on the export trade. 


Exports Seem Probable. 

Tt now appears that the government 
officials of this country and Great Britain 
are working on arrangements to expedite 
the movement of grain from this country. 
With a free outlet for our wheat the gen- 
eral opinion is high prices will prevail, 
as there is an urgent need for our wheat 
abroad. With a crop of 911,000,000 bu 
wheat an export outlet is imperative this 
year, but with exports possible the posi- 
tion of this country so fer as wheat is 
concerned is unusually favorable. 

Without any war there was an enor- 
mous business in wheat and flour for ex- 
port. This was the result of the big crop 
and low prices in this country and be- 
cause of the light supplies in importing 
countries and the small crops in other 
countries. Now the situation te empha 
sized by the shutting off of Russian ship- 
ments and by the practical failure of the 
wheat crop in many parte of the Cana- 
dian northwest. 


Exporters are of the opinion that both the safe 
shipment and payment for will ve 
guaranteed by the foreign governments to 
which the wheat is consigned.

in Washington. At 11 o'clock the five 
members will be sworn in. Each one will 
have to make oath: that he je neither 4i- 
rector nor stockhalder in any bank in ad- 
dition to the usual form. r 
Charles S. Hamlin, Who will give up his 
position of assistant secretary of the 
treasuty, will de the governor ot the re- 
serve board, and Mr. Delano is slated for 
the position of vice governor. 
With the installation of the five regu- 
lar members of the board it is presumed 
that the ex-officid members, Secretary 
McAdoo and Controller Williams, will act 
in a consulting capacity.: They have 
other important duties to attend to. The 
five regular members will give all their 
time and attention to the affairs of the 
system. 


Work Will Be Divided Up. 

It is presumed that each member will 
exercise especfal jurisdiction or dt least 
give special attention to — of the 
district or geographical division whith he 
represents. Mr. Delano will attend to the 
west and northwest in respect to routine 
matters, Mr. Warburg the east, Mr. Ham- 
lin New England, Mr. Harding the south 
and southwest, and Dr. Miller the Pacific 
coast. hha * 

Another division will find Mr. Warburg 
giving special attention to foreign mat- 
ters and foreign exchange and branches. 
Mr. Delano is likely to assume leadership 
as to organization work, while Mr. Ham- 
lin will give his attention to the relations 
of the new system with the government, 
of which it will act as the fiscal agent.

No foreign company is allowed to invest 
in securities abroad, so far as its United 
States assets are concerned.

Mr. Berry spent his early years in Cin- 
cinneti and later came to Chicago, where 
he engaged in the manufacture of paving 
blocks.

One year after her death 
Mr. Berry joined the Knights of Pythias 
and was the first grand chancellor of the 
Illinois grand lodge. Later he became 
the second supreme chanceilor command- 
er of the supreme lodge. He never missed 
3 meeting of the supreme lodge until this 
year, when fil health prevented his at- 
tendance. 


No Relatives in Chicago. 

By a coincidence the lodge is now ir 
session in Winnipeg, Canada, and officials 
there have been notified of his death. A 
committee in charge of funeral arrange- 
ments are awaiting inetructionse from 
them. 

Mr. Berry also was a life member of 
Blaney lodge No. 271,A.F.andA.M. He 
had no relatives in Chicago.

Eggs, Chickens, Cheese, Butter Ad- 


vance as Result of European Hos- 
tilities. 


Although business in produce at Chi- 
cago last week was of restricted volume, 
prices showed uniform strength and 
closed higher on the average than a week 
ago. Eggs, chickens, and all imported 


products made price gains. Butter closed 


unchanged, while potatoes showed a 
slight loss. Fruits and vegetables aver- 
aged higher, eurtailment of the demand 
being offset by a sharp falling off in re- 
ceipts. 

Effects of the European war were felt 
in the market for German and Swies 
makes of cheese, which advanced 2@3c a 
pound. White pea beans were affected by 
the same influence, selling $1.00@1.25 a 
bushel highef. Further upturns are ex- 
pected along these lines. 

Egg values closed in a strong positior 
at the highest level touched in five 
months, The gaine made feiled to check 
buying enthusiasm and it is expected 
they will be easily maintained. Further 
material upturns are not looked for, how- 
ever, az advanced prices are attracting in- 
creasing receipts, while tending to re- 
strict consumption. 

Cold storage stocks of eggs in ware- 
houses at the principal marketing centers 
east and west were reported during the 
week at 8,102,400 cases, showing an in- 
crease of 202,400 cases gince July 1 and
